Lebanese rightists called a halt 
today to four days of clashes on 
the outskirts of Beirut, ending 
the worse fighting near the 
capital in a year. 
The guerrillas and the right 
wing Phalangist party’s militia 
agreed Tuesday night to en- 
clashes in the southern Beirut 
suburb of Dikwaneh. Fighting 
began to die down right away 
and came to a halt at midnight.

said at least four commandos 
were killed and an unknown 
number wounded. The reports 
said 20 Phalangist militiamen 
were wounded.

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EARTHQUAKES IN INDIANA 


Earthquakes do occur in Indiana. Not, 
perhaps, with the intensity or frequency 
of active earthquake regions, but often 
enough to be of concern to the engineers 
who build dams, power plants, and large 
buildings.

leading banker, to death and 57 
others to jail terms of up to life 
in prison, climaxing a mass, 
two-month 
trial 
attracting 
worldwide attention 
Three former enlisted men, 
including two teen-agers 
aquitted. A fourth defendent 
air force general who died in 
prison, was cleared of “ penal 
responsibility because of his 
death” 
The announcement 
of 
the 
sentences Tuesday followed a 
two-month trial last spring of 54 
air force men and 10 civilians 
charged with an assortment of 
crimes ranging from neglect of 
duty to treason. 
Foreign legal observers, in­ 
cluding former U.S. Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark, attend 
ed some of the sessions, held 
under strict security at the Air 
Force War Academy in San­ 
tiago. 
The junta empowered 'Gen. 
Jose Berdichevsky, air force 
commander in the Santiago 
area, to review the sentences. 
The death penalties, if reaffir­ 
med, would then be' reviewed 
again by Gen. Augusto Pino­ 
chet, the junta leader. 
The defendents were arrested 
after the Sept. 11, 1073, military 
coup that toppled the Marxist 
government and led to Allenk- 
de’s death. 
The military tribunal sen 
tenced Carlos Lazo, former vice 
president of the Chilean State 
Bank, to death even though the 
prosecution had asked for life 
imprisonment. 
Lazo, a 46-year-old member 
of Allende s Socialist party, was 
accused of masterminding an 
attempt to infiltrate the air 
force with leftists loyal to the 
Marxist government.

turer. said the firm was faced 
with sharply rising production 
costs lor insulin and increased 
the prices ol the products for 
the first time m 2H years 
Lilly also announced, how 
ever, its third price reduction in 
three years for an antibiotic 
Keflex, or cephalexin monohy 
drate. Keflex dosage forms 
have been reduced by 21 to 35 
percent since it was introduced 
in the United Stall's in 1971 
The price decreases followed 
improvements in production 
yields and other efficiencies 
Lilly president Thomas H 
Lake said of insulin that the 
increase in price was taken 
with "great reluctance" be

finally forced the firm to take

“Prices for pancreas glands,

agricultural exports leaped to a I 
record $21.3 billion in the 1973 
74 fiscal year which ended June 
30. the Agriculture Department 
announced. 


The total, buoyed by in­ 
creases m both farm prices and 
the volume of shipments, was 
65 per cent over the record i 
$12.9 ful lion figure for the 
preceding year, officials said. 


Undersecretary of Agricul 
ture J Phil Campbell said the 
exports exceeded 1973-74 farm 
imports by $118 billion. This 
was enough to put the nation’s 
total balance of payments into 
the plus column by $2 8 billion 
despite a deficit in nonfarm j 
trade and heavy spending for 
petroleum imports, Campbell 
sa id. 


But the Commerce Depart 
ment reported that the coun 
try ’s 
international 
trade 
balance for the first six months 
of this calendar year showed a 
deficit of $254 million because 
of an increase in the cost of oil 
imports.
